The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 , the phrase "further comprising the step of subcutaneously 
administering tumor cells that have lost their growth ability" has been changed to -- 
further comprising the step of subcutaneously administering tumor cells from the brain 
tumor, wherein the tumor cells have lost their growth ability." Support for the phrase 
"lost their growth ability" has support on pg 29, lines 35 and 36, and pg 30, lines 1-2. 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The rejection of claims 1-6 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
enablement, in view of the amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The rejection of claims 1 and 5 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kai (US Patent 6,514,728) has been withdrawn in view of the amendment. 

The rejection of claims 1 and 5 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bitzer (J. Gene Medicine, 2003, Vol. 5, pg 543-553) has been withdrawn in view of the 
amendment.
